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PLANS  BEING  MADE  TO  LOCATE  COMMUNITY-BASED 
RESIDENTIAL  FA  CILITY  IN  HELENA 

Community,  Counseling  and  Correctional  Services,  Inc.,  a  non-profit  corporation  headquartered  in  Butte,  is  continuing 
to  make  progress  relative  to  the  opening  of  a  40-bed  community-based  residential  facility  in  the  Helena  area.  Executive 
Director,  Mike  Thatcher,  has  indicated  they  have  identified  three  (3)  potential  sites  and  are  currently  in  negotiations  with 
the  respective  landlords  to  acquire  one  of  the  sites.  Mr.  Thatcher  indicated  that  his  Board  of  Directors  is  also  exploring 
the  feasibility  of  constructing  a  facility.  The  Board  is  hoping  to  have  a  facility  operational  by  the  spring  of  1996  if  they 
are  able  to  go  into  an  existing  structure  and  if  not,  to  begin  construction  on  a  new  facility  at  about  the  same  time. 

The  40-bed  facility  will  employee  20  staff  members  when  operating,  and  it  is  hoped  the  majority  of  these  positions  will 
be  hired  from  the  Helena  area. 
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INDUSTRIES  PROGRAM 

IMPLEMENTS  PLAN  TO 

BETTER  SERVE 

CUSTOMERS 

With  the  development  of  the  new  Department  of 
Corrections,  Prison  Industries  was  renamed  Montana 
Correctional  Enterprises  consisting  of  three  divisions, 
Industries,  Ranch  and  Vocational  Education. 

The  Industries  Program  is  pleased  to  announce  some 
staffing  changes.  Glen  Davis  has  been  selected  to  the  new 
position  of  Production  Manager  for  both  the  furniture 
and  upholstery  shops.  With  Glen's  many  years  of 
experience  in  the  furniture  business  and  with 
Correctional  Industries,  he  will  be  a  great  benefit  to  the 
program.  The  Upholstery  Shop  Supervisor  is  Charles 
Davis  and  Dave  Schlick  is  the  Furniture  Shop  Supervisor. 

A  comprehensive  quality  control  program  is  being 
developed.  This  will  involve  every  aspect  of 
manufacturing  from  receipt  of  materials,  to  construction 
and  final  inspection.  Staff  and  inmates  alike  will  take  an 
active  role  in  the  quality  control  procedures  and  will  be 
encouraged  to  make  suggestions  for  improvements.  It  is 
the  Industries  Program  goal  to  create  a  true  quality 
control  program  that  touches  every  aspect  of  the 
production  process  and  enables  the  employees  to  identify 
and  correct  problems  when  they  occur.  This  task  will 
take  several  months  to  properly  develop,  but  the 
Industries  Program  is  committed  to  the  process. 

In  trying  to  keep  pace  with  technology  and  information 
management,  extensive  investments  have  been  made  in 
computer  equipment  and  software.  The  staff  is 
particularly  excited  about  the  Computer  Assisted  Design 
(CAD)  software  that  will  arrive  in  January.  This 
software  is  state  of  the  art  and  will  allow  Industries  to 
quickly  develop  high  quality  drawings  with  exact 
dimensions.  This  should  eliminate  confusion  with 
custom  drawings  and  allow  the  customers  to  see  what  a 
product  will  look  like  before  they  place  the  order.  This 
service  should  be  available  as  early  as  February  1996. 

Also,  the  product  catalog  is  being  updated.  Plans  have 
been  made  to  purchase  the  cameras,  software  and  printer 
that  will  allow  Industries  to  create  a  high  quality  catalog 
and  allow  the  versatility  needed  to  modify  the  catalog 
and  create  flyers  when  needed.  The  new  catalog  will  be 
available  sometime  in  the  summer  of  1996. 


GIVING  FROM  NEED 

Women's  Correctional  Center  inmates  are  giving  to  the 
Billings  community  a  part  of  their  hearts  which  would  ' 
normally  be  shared  with  their  own  children  and  families 
during  the  holiday  season.  The  absence  from  children 
becomes  more  poignant  during  Christmas  for  inmate 
mothers  who  may  not  even  know  where  their  children 
are.  Giving  to  programs  benefitting  children  in  the 
community  helps  to  give  something  back,  at  a  time  when 
it  means  the  most  for  the  inmates  and  the  recipients  in 
the  sharing  of  time  and  talents. 

Projects  have  been  under  way  since  early  October  to 
make  ornaments  for  the  Angel  Tree  entry  into  the 
Billings  Council  for  the  Prevention  of  Child  Abuse 
annual  Festival  of  Trees  auction.  The  tree  raised  S250  for 
the  local  chapter  financing  education  programs  in  the 
schools  and  community  awareness. 

Many  women  who  have  never  done  needle  crafts  learned 
to  crochet  from  those  who  do  in  order  to  make  baby 
blankets  for  donations  to  the  Elizabeth  Seton  Home, 
Young  Families  and  Community  Caring  programs. 
These  programs  aid  teenage  and  at-risk  families  in 
preventing  child  abuse  and  neglect  by  providing 
education  and  offering  a  community  support  network.

ISB  NEWS 

Recent  events  have  emphasized  the  need  to  make  sure 
that  each  of  our  staff  who  use  Department  computers  has 
an  awareness  of  the  dangers  of  computer  viruses. 

Viruses  are  sneaky  little  "rogue"  programs  written  by 
vandals  which  reproduce  themselves  and  spread  in  a 
variety  of  ways.  These  programs  can  destroy  your 
normal  programs  and  data.  They  can  also  render  your 
personal  computer  (PC)  totally  unusable.  Presently, 
there  are  over  2,000  known  computer  viruses,  and  the  list 
grows  daily.  They  come  from  all  over  the  world. 

A  virus  can  range  from  being  simply  a  prank  (putting  an 
annoying  or  controversial  message  on  your  screen  every 
time  you  start  the  PC)  to  being  very  destructive.  A 
destructive  virus  may  attack  your  PC  and,  for  example, 
completely  wipe  out  the  hard  disk.  So,  they  should  be 
taken  seriously  as  they  do  happen  here  in  Montana  to 
state  computers. 

We  recently  had  a  virus  called  the  "Form_A"  virus  (A 
common,  but  reasonably  destructive  virus)  infect 
computers  and  diskettes  in  two  of  the  Department's  field 
offices.  Luckily,  staff  in  one  of  the  offices  involved 
discovered  the  virus  and  did  exactly  the  right  thing  -  she 
immediately  called  the  ISB  Help  Desk  to  report  it  and 
seek  assistance.  We  were  able  to  dispatch  ISB  staff  with 
anti-virus  software  to  remove  it  safely  from  the 
computers  and  diskettes  involved  before  it  caused  serious 
damage.

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A  little  detective  work  led  us  to  the  source  which  was,  in 
this  case,  infected  diskettes  which  came  in  from  a 
contractor's  office.  However,  viruses  can  come  from 
other  sources  such  as  files  "downloaded"  from  electronic 
bulletin  boards,  on-line  services,  the  Internet,  diskettes 
borrowed  from  others  (diskettes "from  schools  are  a  very 
common  source),  diskettes  brought  in  from  home  and 
even  brand  new  software  diskettes  that  come  right  out  of 
a  shrink  wrapped  box  from  a  computer  store. 

The  best  protection  is  to  scan  your  PC  for  viruses  on  a 
regular  basis  when  you  start  it  in  the  morning.  Diskettes 
or  files  coming  in  from  anywhere  outside  the  office 
should  be  scanned  before  using  them  in  your  PC.  If  you 
find  a  virus,  stop  right  away  and  call  the  Help  Desk  for 
assistance.  Do  not  continue  to  work,  and  do  not  turn 
your  PC  off.  This  is  very  important,  as  most  viruses  can 
be  safely  removed  if  treated  right  away,  but  can  be  "fatal" 
if  you  continue  to  work  on  the  PC. 

Most  of  our  PCs  have  anti-virus  software  on  them.  If 
your  PC  does  not  have  virus  software,  or  if  you  don't 
know  how  to  use  it,  call  the  Help  Desk  at  444-4234  for 
assistance.  The  State  has  a  "site"  license  for  virus 
software.  This  means  that  it  can  be  used  on  any  state 
computer  at  no  cost  to  the  individual.  The  price  is  right, 
so  we  should  protect  ourselves! 

MEDIA  RELATIONS 
TRAINING 


The  curriculum  for  the  training  was  developed  by  the 
National  Institute  of  Corrections  at  the  National 
Academy  of  Corrections  in  Longmont,  Colorado. 
Training  in  media  relations  has  been  one  of  the  most 
popular  course  offerings  at  the  Academv  and 
acceptance  to  that  training  program  is  difficult  to 
secure.  Holding  the  program  in  Montana  enabled  us  to 
provide  the  same  curriculum  and  trainers  and  afforded 
us  the  opportunity  to  train  a  large  number  of  our  staff 
at  one  time. 

The  curriculum  included  the  following:

.  Body  Language 

.  Interviewing  Techniques 

.  One-on-One  Camera  Interviews 

.  Crisis  Media 

.  Key  Points  in  Working  With  The  Media

.  Media  Concepts,  Issues,  and  Problems 

.  Television  Talk  Shows/Call-in  Shows 

.  Developing  a  Media  Plan 

The  training  included  a  limited  number  of  lectures 
with  the  majority  of  the  training  dedicated  to  video- 
taped exercises.  The  trainers  conducted  mock 
interviews  with  all  participants,  covering  a  variety  of 
scenarios,  true  to  the  experience  that  might  be  expected 
in  working  with  the  media  on  a  daily  basis. 


Improving  our  public  and  media  relations  capabilities 
has  been  a  priority  of  Director  Rick  Day  and  we  were 
fortunate  to  be  the  recipient  of  a  technical  assistance 
grant  from  the  National  Institute  of  Corrections  to 
further  that  effort. 

On  November  27-30,  1995,  twenty-five  (25)  of  our 
administrators  participated  in  a  comprehensive  Media 
Relations  training  program  which  was  held  in  Helena. 
The  program  was  conducted  by  two  trainers  who  have 
extensive  experience  in  the  field  of  corrections  and  in 
the  private  sector.  The  trainers  were  Joyce  Jackson,  the 
public  information  officer  for  the  Oklahoma 
Department  of  Corrections  and  Carol  Ivy,  a  broadcast 
journalist  and  former  on-air  correspondent  who 
specialized  in  corrections  and  the  courts  for  ABC 
News.  Ms.  Ivy  and  Jackson  both  provide  media 
training  for  correctional  professionals  on  an  on-going 
basis  at  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Prisons,  the  National 
Institute  of  Corrections,  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Justice  and  in  a  number  of  State  jurisdictions. 
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DEPT  OF  CORRECTIONS

OFFENDER  SUCCESS 

The  following  offender  success  profile  preferred  to 
remain  anonymous  and  will  be  referred  to  as  "John 
Doe".  This  article  was  written  by  Sue  Wilkins, 
Director  of  the  Missoula  Correctional  Services,  Inc. 

John  Doe  entered  our  program  May,  1985  serving  a 
sentence  for  his  conviction  of  Criminal  Possession  of 
Dangerous  Drugs.  It  was  his  first  felony  though  he'd 
had  a  number  of  misdemeanor  convictions.  Despite 
his  younger  age  -  26  -  he  had  served  a  tour  of  duty  for 
the  military  of  which  he  was  proud.  John  Doe  is  quite 
intelligent,  and  in  the  beginning  of  serving  his 
sentence,  his  primary  goal  was  to  begin  school  at  the 
University  of  Montana.   I  had  misgivings  about  his 
plan  as  1)  I  had  seen  a  number  of  offenders  apply  for 
student  loans  simply  to  get  the  money  and  once  they 
received  it,  they  would  drop  out  of  school;  2)  John 
Doe  would  only  be  at  the  Center  four  months  as  he 
was  discharging  his  sentence,  and  we  would  be  unable 
to  insure  he  followed  through  on  his  school  plans;  and, 
3)  John  Doe  had  some  strange  thought  processes.  For 
instance,  he  discussed  with  me  how  he  and  his  friends 
play-acted  "Dungeons  and  Dragons"  on  a  daily  basis, 
and  that  he  had  his  assigned  role  in  this  situational 
"game",  and  that  "it"  controlled  his  destiny. 

In  the  four  short  months  that  John  Doe  resided  at  the 
Center,  he  was  able  to  apply  and  receive  a  grant  and 
student  loan  to  begin  school  in  the  fall.  He  also  started 
his  therapy,  but  left  the  Center  without  having 
completed  all  of  the  program  requirements. 

John  Doe  continued  to  keep  in  regular  contact  with 
the  Center,  however.   He  started  at  the  University  and 
graduated  with  a  degree  in  radio  broadcasting.  He  also 
developed  a  strong  interest  in  photography  and  took  a 
number  of  classes  in  this  area.   In  1992,  he  married  and 
obtained  a  loving,  extended  family.  John  Doe  speaks 
at  least  once  a  year  to  Missoula's  local  high  schools. 
He  is  employed  by  a  company  where  he  has  held  his 
position  for  over  five  years.  This  employment  is  not 
in  his  field  of  study,  but  it  allows  him  the  opportunity 
to  explore  his  various  hobbies  of  hiking,  camping, 
biking,  and,  of  course,  photography.   He  continues  to 
have  periodic  contact  with  the  Center.

COUNCIL 

A  fourteen  (14)  member  council  appointed  by  Director 
Rick  Day  has  met  three  times  since  August,  1995,  twice 
in  Helena  and  once  in  Glendive.  The  next  meeting  is 
scheduled  in  Havre  January  24  and  25,  1996.  The 
membership  of  the  council  consists  of  county  officials, 
Department  of  Corrections  and  Montana  State  Prison 
staff  and  private  citizens.  The  purpose  of  the  Council  is 
to  develop  criteria  relating  to  the  Regional  Prison  System 
that  was  passed  into  law  during  the  1995  Legislative 
Session. 

The  Council  is  currently  working  with  the  National 
Institute  of  Corrections  (NIC),  which  supplied  a  financial 
grant  to  develop  criteria  not  only  for  the  State  of 
Montana,  but  could  also  be  used  as  a  model  for  other 
projects  within  the  nation.  Ken  Schulsen,  a  consultant 
from  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  is  advising  the  Council  under 
the  NIC  grant. 

The  Council  is  developing  Facility  Operating  Standards, 
dealing  with  reception  of  inmates,  medical,  recreation, 
housing  and  other  crucial  areas  that  need  to  be  addressed 
in  the  operation  of  a  regional  prison  pod.  Site  selection, 
contract  negotiation,  architect  selection  and  facility 
construction  are  other  important  areas  that  are  being 
studied. 

The  first  regional  prison  pod  will  be  located  in  Cascade 
County,  which  will  be  built  in  conjunction  with  the 
Cascade  County  Adult  Detention  Center.  A  ground 
breaking  ceremony  was  held  on  November  6,  1995.  The 
Interlocal  Agreement  between  the  State  of  Montana  and 
Cascade  County  for  the  operation  of  the  pod  was  signed 
on  December  5,  1995  during  a  ceremony  in  the 
Governor's  Office.  Two  other  prison  pods  are  being 
considered  at  this  time,  one  in  Missoula  County  and  the 
other  in  Dawson  County.  Both  counties  will  present 
bond  issues  to  their  local  voters  in  November  of  1996. 

The  Council  will  be  meeting  throughout  the  State  in 
1996  and  welcomes  any  suggestions  or  comments  on  the 
proposed  Regional  Prison  System.  Comments  can  be 
directed  to  John  L.  Strandell,  Chairman,  325  2nd  Avenue 
North,  Great  Falls,  MT  59401. 


MONTANA  SENTENCING 
COMMISSION 

The  subcommittees  of  the  Montana  Sentencing 
Commission  are  working  at  a  rapid  pace  to  meet  their 
goals  before  the  next  full  Commission  meeting  in  Billings 
on  March  14,  1996.  The  Subcommittee  on  Data 
Collection  and  Research  has  held  three  (3)  meetings  and 
has  hired  an  independent  contractor,  Market  Revelations, 
to  complete  a  telephone  survey  of  800  Montana 
households  and  collect  information  from  2200  District 
Court  records  in  46  counties.  Market  Revelations  will 
begin  work  on  both  projects  in  January,  1996  and 
expects  to  have  the  projects  completed  prior  to  the 
March  meeting. 

The  Subcommittee  on  Intermediate  Sanctions  has  held 
one  meeting  during  which  the  subcommittee  members 
adopted  a  subcommittee  work  plan,  developed  a  working 
definition  of  intermediate  sanctions,  and  divided  up  the 
task  of  evaluating  the  intermediate  sanctions  presently 
available  in  Montana.  The  subcommittee  is  scheduled  to 
complete  the  research  on  available  intermediate  sanctions 
by  January  15,  1996. 

The  members  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Public  Policy  are 
individually  evaluating  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  j 
the  current  sentencing  policy  in  Montana.  This  objective' 
will  be  completed  by  December  15,  1995,  which  will 
enable  the  subcommittee  to  identify  areas  where  policy 
changes  may  be  appropriate. 

The  members  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Public  Opinion, 
Education  and  Outreach  are  individually  developing 
their  ideas  for  a  comprehensive  plan  to  involve  the  public 
and  participants  of  the  criminal  justice  system  in  the 
Commission's  work.  The  subcommittee  will  meet  soon 
to  discuss  and  finalize  a  plan. 

The  Subcommittee  on  Sentencing  Guidelines  held  its  first 
meeting  in  Billings  on  November  30,  1995.  The 
subcommittee  has  agreed  to  evaluate  sentencing 
guidelines  from  the  following  nine  states:  Minnesota, 
Ohio,  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  North  Carolina, 
Washington,  Kansas,  Oklahoma  and  Oregon.  The  next 
meeting  is  in  Billings  at  9:00  a.m.  on  February  15,  1996. 
Subcommittee  members  will  summarize  the  strengths 
and  weaknesses  of  the  guidelines  enacted  in  the  above 
states.  They  will  then  make  some  threshold  policy 
decisions  which  can  serve  as  the  foundation  for 
sentencing  guidelines  if  the  Montana  Sentencing 
Commission  recommends  to  the  Legislature  that 
guidelines  are  advisable  in  Montana.
